THE  HAMBURG  APPLE  MARKET 


Prices  paid  for  American  r.pples  at  the  Hamburg  auction,  Thursday, 
Marcn  6,  were  on  the  whole  about  the  same  as  those  received  last  week, 
according  to  a  caole  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  F.  a.  Motz,  the  Department's  fruit  special- 
ist In  Europe.     Tae  sales  of  boxed  apples  amounted  to  42,000  boxes  as  com- 
pared with  27,500  sold  last  week.    Demand  was  Letter  for  boxed  apples. 
About  700  barrels  of  Virginia  York  Imperials  and  New  York  Baldwins  were 
sold.     The  prices  paid  for  Baldwins  were  low  due  to  the  scalded  condition 
of  the  fruit.     Prices  paid  for  boxed  -Yinesap  were  still  below  those  paid 
last  year.
